How Postage Stamps are Made.

In Ifnrim.lug. steel plates ave used, on
Whicl two hundr slamps are en-
aved. Two men are kept hard at
work eovurlnF them with the colored
inks sond passing them to & man and
girl, who are equullfr busy at printing
them with Jarge rolling hand presses.
Three of th¢se little squads ure employ-
e¢d all the time, mlthonglh len presses can
be put Into use in case of pecessity, Af-
ter the small sheets of papér upon which
the two hundred stamps are engraved
have dried suficlently they are sent into
another room and gummoed. The gum
used tor this purpose is & peculine ¢om-
position, made of the powder of drieq
potatoes and other vegetables mixed
with water, whioh is better than any
other kind, for ipstance, gum arabie,
which cracks the puper badly. This pa-
per is also of'a peculiar texture, some-
what similar to that used for bank notes.
After having been again dried, this
time on little racks, which are fanned by
stonm power for abentan hour, they
are put between sheets of pasteboard
and pressed in hydraulic presses, capi-
ble of glyplylng a weight of two thousand
tons. The next thing is to cut the sheet
in halt; each shest of course, when cut,
contains & hundred stamps, This is
done by a girl with alarge pairof shears,
eutting by hand being preferred to that
of machinery, which method wonld de.
%iroy too many stamps. Nexi, they are
pressed once more, and then pncked and
stowed away in another
room, preparatory to beinF ut in mail
bags for dispatching to fulfill orders. 1f
a aingle stamp Is torn, or fn anyway mu-
tilated, the whole sheet is burned.
About 500,000 are burned ewery week
from this eause. For the past twenty |
yeurs not o single sheet bas been lost,
such care has bhéen taken in pounting
them, During the process of manutac-
